We have never 
heard of anyone losing money on an investment of choice and rare U.S. coins held for 
a 5 year period or longer, REGARDLESS OF ECONOMIC TRENDS! 


THE BICENTENNIAL - - 


1976 will be a tremendous year for American Numismatics. We fore-see a great 
stirring of interest in all forms of U.S. coin collecting, not merely colonials. Every ~ 
U.S. coin is in fact a fascinating piece of Americana. Additionally, the U.S. govern- i) 
ment will most certainly initiate additional interest in numismatics through such things | 
as the issue of a bicentennial commemorative coin and probably a number of changes in 
actual circulation U.S. coinage.

GRADING TERMS: 

Like all of our coins, we try to 
grade conservatively. However, silver 
dollars, especially Morgan and Peace 
designs, seem to have more bagmarks than 
other coins. Thus, we have incorporated 
the mintstate grading system, using 
MS-60, MS-65 and MS-70 as a means of 
grading our dollars with even more 
accuracy. The definitions of the diff- 
erent mintstates are as follows: 

MS-60 - Strictly uncirculated, full mint 
frost with the normal amount of bagmarks, 
and normal strikes for the date. 
(excessively bagmarked coins or horrible 
strikes will be noted separately.) 

MS-65 - Choice BU, well struck pieces 
with minimum amount of bagmarks. Gen- 
erally well above average coin. Compar- 
able to coins some sell as MS-70! 

MS-70 - True Gem Uncirculated, virtually 
perfect, fully struck coins with essen- 
tially no bagmarks. Many dates, in fact, 
simply do not exist in MS-70 although you 
see many dealers offer them as such.
